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Rome Government Watches 
Closely Development of .Group 
of Southern European Nations 


Benito Mussolini Invites Greek 
Foreign Minister to Discuss 
Moot Points With Him 


By Special Cable 

ROME, June 19—Mr. Alexandris, 
the Greek Foreign Minister, will ar- 
rive in Rome on Thursday at the ex- 
press invitation of Benito Mussolini, 
the Italian Premier, who desires to 
confer with him on several important 
questions affecting the interests of 
Greece and Italy. Mr. Alexandris has 


just returned to Athens, after having | 


visited Belgrade and Bucharest, where 
he arranged that Greece would for- 
mally join the Little Entente immedi- 
ately after the Lausanne peace treaty 


is concluded. 
The Italian Government, which is 


watching closely the development of 
the Little Entente, realizing its grow- 
ing importance, is now desirous of 
entering into particular agreements 


with some of its members. Appar- 
ently Signor Mussolini had this ob- 
ject in view when he asked Mr. Alex- 
andris to come to Rome. 

The present relations between | 
Greece and Italy are not very cordial. 
Apart from -the question of the 
Dodecanese, on the final settlement of 
which depends largely the future 
friendly relations of the two nations, 
Italy has not yet. recognized the pres- 
ent Greek Government. 

The object of Mr. Alexandris’ visit 
is to eliminate these difficulties, with 
a view to negotiating a political agree- 
ment which would naturally improve 
enormously Italy’s position. 

Meanwhile events in Bulgaria are 
causing much anxiety to the Italian 
Government, which is apprehensive 
lest the Little Entente, especially 
Serbia and Czechoslovakia, take mili- 
tary action against Bulgaria for in- 
fringement of the military clauses of 
the Neuilly treaty. 

The correspondent of The Christian 
Beience Monitor is reliably informed 
that the Rome Government has made 
strong representations in Belgrade, 
stating that it would not tolerate any 
military intervention in Bulgaria 
which would seriously threaten the 
pence of ia. 
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: ATHENS, June 19—Following the | 


action of Serbia and Rumania, Greece 
has also recognized the new Bulga- 
rian régime. 

Mr. Alexandris is leaving on a spe- 
cial mission to Rome. Interviewed 
by a correspondent of The Christian 
Science Monitor, he stated that the. 
two questions of greatest importance 
to be discussed are the Dodecanese 
and the new Balkan situation. An 
improvement in Italo-Greek relations 
is expected. 


Jugoslavia Not to Intervene 


BELGRADE, June 19—Jugoslavia 
will not intervene militarily in Bul- 
garia, the Foreign Minister, Mr. 
Ninchitch, told Parliament yesterday 
during an interpellation on _ the 
Balkan situation. A theory of “war 
to prevent war” would mean a repe- 
tition of Austrian tactics toward 
Serbia in 1914, the Foreign Minister 
asserted. / 

Mr. Ninchitch said Jugoslavia waz 
sufficiently strong, so that Bulgarian 
events constituted no danger for it. 
and Bulgaria could be a menace only 
to itself. The Sofia Government has 
signified its intention of respecting 
the Peace Treaty, and if it fails to do 
s0, the consequences will be serious. 

Diplomatic action, the Foreign Min- 
ister added, could be based only on a 
violation of the treaty. He said the 
attitude of Rumania and Czechoslov- 
akia during the recent course of events 
in the Balkans had been irreproach- 
able.

affords excelient flying conditions.

Some- 
times this goes so far as to advocate a 
complete change in the attitude of the 
Government towards property rights.

The fundamental purpose sought in 
these proposals is said to be more equal 
distribution of the results of industry.

Purpose of Government 


After all, what is the purpose of 
government except a purpose arising 
from faith and ideals to protect human 
rights and do justice? “We hold these 
truths to be self-evident, that all men 
..- are endowed by their Creator with 
certain unalienable rights, that among 
these are life, liberty, and the pursuit of 
happiness. That to secure these rights” 
(this phrase we almost always forget) 
“governments are instituted among men, 
deriving their just powers from the 
consent of the governed.” 

Our forefathers said that the purpose 


rights; that is, that government was 
made for man and not man for gov- 
ernment; that human beings count and 
that the purpose of government is to 
protect humanity. This was a revolu- 
tionary doctrine—this doctrine that our 
forefathers laid down, that government 
is established to do justice. It is a 
doctrine which is not yet accepted by 
the civilized world. If it had been ac- 
cepted by the so-called Christian world 
100 years ago, if the concert of powers 
had said “the state shall do no wrong,” 
instead of “the state can do no wrong,” 
the great world war would never have 
been fought. 
Demand Right Be Done 

In the heat and noise of our modern 
life we are apt to forget why govern- 
ment is. We think of government as 
doing the incidental and convenient 
things, sweeping the streets, giving out 
automobile licenses, disposing of gar- 
bage. And these and a hundred: other 
things the Government does properly 
perform as an incident of its functions. 
But this is not the real purpose of gov- 
ernment. The reason why we associate

In order to carry our responsibility as 
trained women, with the he | 
faith and idealism which comes to us 
as women, we must demand that gov-.

be done in government. Right is not 
always made the test of governmental 
action. We seldom ask as to an ordi- 
nance or statute, “Is this right?” 

Men geem to have a different stand- 
ard about government from that Which 
they have in private life. Men who 
would not steal a dollar will permit the 
public money to be stolen or wasted 
without lifting a finger to prevent it. 
Men who would not He themselves will 
le for the Government. We have to 
establish that wrongdoing is wrong 
even in government. Men who would 
not kill a fly will lay plans which in- 
evitably lead to war. In no field is 
it so necessary that we demand that 
right be done in government as in 
international matters. in no field of 


governmental action. are morals so re- |. 


pudiated as in the fiéld of international 
action, where the high-sounding doc- 
trines of annexation, peaceful penetra- 
tion, reprisals and military necessity 
cloak actions which in private life would 
amount to stealing or criminal violence. 

The problem of world peace is an 
ethical problem, even more than a prob- 
lem of organization or machinery. No 
machinery in the world can function 
to prevent war until the moral feeling 
of the world declares that war is dis- 
reputable, illegal and a crime against 
the law of nations. That is an ethical 
problem. We have then to demand that 
right be done in gavernment. This is 
our supreme responsibility as women. 
The world is crying out for faith and 
ideals. Faith and:ideals can bring even 
this neurotic world out of her welter 
of strife, and we as women must use 
our great heritage of faith and ideals to 
that end.

Plans for National Department 


A United Press dispatch from Wash- 
ingtoh, dated Feb. 10, 1923, tells of 
plans for a National Department of 
Public Welfare drawn at a recent 
secret conference Hs Washington 
which Brig.-Gen. Charlies E. Sawyer; 
the President’s personal physician, 
and a group of doctors and health offi- 
Clals from various sections of the 
country took part. The dispatch says 
in part: 


The conference, called by Presi- 
dent Harding, through General Saw- 
yer, spent a whole day working out 
details of the plan, which will be in- 
corporated in the Government reor- 
ganization program to be submitted 
to Congress by the President early 
next week, 

President Harding assured the doc- 
tors and experts that he was strongly 
supporting the tentative plan laid be- 
fore them by Dr. Sawyer. It is. 
understood that the latter, now chief 
co-ordinator of the Federal Hospital- 
ization Board, is being considered for 
a prominent place in the new depart- 
ment which would have a representa- 
tative in the Cabinet. 

The department, as planned, will 
include four branches: education, 
public health, social service, and vet- 
erans’ relief. It will take education 
work from the Interior Department, 
public health from the Treasury De- 
partment, veterans’ relief from the 
Veterans’ Bureau, and add a new 
bureau of social service. 

This plan met with such a storm of 
protest from physicians, educators, 
and various organizations, that it was 
temporarily laid aside.

Rectines From Mo Monopoly and 
Customs Highest on Record

LONDON, June 19—The League of 
Nations’ office. here announces in con- 
nection with the recent. successful flo- 
tation of the Austrian loan that for 
May the receipts from. the tobacco 
monopoly and. from the customs,. 
on.which the Igan is secured, were 
the highest this year, being 147,000,- 
000,000 and. 68,000,000,000 paper 
crowns respectively, The receipts for. 
the previous months of 1923 had 
shown. progressive increases each 
month. 

In January they were Yo, 600,000,- 
000, 170,800,000,000 in February, 187,- 
900,000,000 in March, 188,200,000,000 
in April, or an average of about 
13,000,000 gold crowns“per month. 

If this average is maintained for 
the remainder of the year -theé. total 
revenue from these two sources of 
156,000,000 gold crowns will be ob- 
tained. This covers—the whole in- 
terest of the loan three times over, 
representing 24 per cent of the whole 
loan of 650,000,000 gold crowns. The 
receipts in-question are paid into a 
special fund, controlled | by the 
League’s commissioner-general.

By these means it ig ex- 
pected that the burdens will be eased 
by about £1,500,000, and it is hoped 
that the harassed house owner will 
be converted into a willing and ami- 
able taxpayer.

The proposal 
amounts to a gift by the Treasury of 
a substantial sum of public money to 
taxpayers, and will reduce the esti-

£750,000, but it is welcomed by lead- 
ers of various shades of opinion as 
pouring oil. on the troubled waters of 
the agitation against high taxation. 
“Liberal Reunion” is one of the 
most absorbing topics of conversation 
in political circles. The present 
method of approach is called the “rank 
and file movement,” which aims by 
elimination of discussion of actions 
and personalities of former leaders to 
concentrate attention of the members 
of the party on ideals and policies and 
thus restore a workable degree of har- 
mony of opinion. Viscount Grey, 
speaking recently at the conclusion of 
the conference of the National Lib- 
eral Federation, deplored the manner 
in which Liberal reunion’ had been 
discussed. He said the differences be- 
tween the two sections of the party 
were not founded merely upon per- 
sonal likes or dislikes. The member- 
ship would tend to resent any maneu- 
vers on the part of leaders to patch 
things up superficially and force 
through an artificial reunion. “I be- 
lieve,’ he said, “reunion is coming 
from the rank- and file of the party in 
a perfectly natural and automatic 


manner.”

ROMB, June 7 (Special Correspond- 
ence)-—-The International Women’s 
Suffrage Congress caused a. [ull in 
saber rattling. A most welcome re- 
lief! For an entire week Rome lis- 
tened to intelligent discussions of con- 
structive peace measures, The em- 
phasis was shifted from egoism and 


war to altruism and peace. After 
hearing the sane talk of these leaders 
in woman’s world, noting their grasp 
of current social and political ques- 
tions for national and international 
betterment, one naturally contrasts 
them with present-hour European 
males, and deplores the fortune that 
forces women to battle for equal rights 
instead of men. 

Into an atmosphere of supernation- 
alism the congress brought the leaven- 
ing spirit of international rapproche- 
ment and co-operation. The diverse 
mentalities of the Roman Catholic 
trained womanhood’ of the Latin coun- 
tries and that of the western world’ 
were never more strikingly accentu- 
ated. Once again the progress of the 
west in the east was illustrated in the 
Indian and Egyptian representatives. 


Signor Mussolini at Congress 


When first approached, Signon 
Mussolini refused to open in person 
this Woman’s Congress. But he was 
persuaded to change this decision and 
to come. Remembering what he had 
said some months ago to Dr. Ancona, 
the president of the Lombard Women’s 
League, that he saw no good reason 
why women should have the vote, in- 
asmuch as they always voted for men, 
his address for the formal opening of 
the,congress was all the more in- 
teresting. 

He declared that his Fascist Govern- 
ment was highly pleased that the 
women had chosen Rome for their 
méeting place. He continued: 

The maximum scope of your inter- 
national gathering is to call once more 
the attention of the governments and 
of public opinion to the necessity of 
conceding to woman through the 
medium of the ballot, a larger partici- 
pation in the political activities of the 
nations... I feel myself authorized to 
say that barring unforeseen happen- 
ings, the Fascist Government of Italy 
engages to grant the ballot to several 
categories of women. 

With this pronouncement Signor 
Mussolini committed Fascismo to the 
suffrage cause. He did not go all the 
way, but he recognized the justice of 
the claim and made a good start. He 
was ready to give the vote to certain 
more or less educated classes of 
Italian womanhood in the municipal 
elections. Mrs. Professor Terruzzi of 
Milan, recognized as a most influential 
factor in Fascismo councils, says that 
Signor Mussolini's words\ augur well 
for woman soerase din Italy.

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ZINC STOCKS 


Surplus Holdings Gain for the 
Second Time’ in Year— 
Output Greater 


For the second time in more than 
a year an increase is reported in the 
surplus of zinc in the United States, 
stocks on May 31, last, having been 
13,019 tons, compared with 8976 tons 
on April 30, last, an increase of 5043 
tons, according to statistics compiled 
by the American Zinc Institute. 

Last November there was an in- 
crease of about 1500 tons in stocks. 

Production last month amounted to 
47,347 tors, an increase of 481 tons 
over the output in April, this being 
due to some extent to the fact that 
there was one more day in May. 
However, on the other hand there 
was a decrease of 4607 tons in the 
shipments during the month, the 
amount having been 43,304 tons, con- 
trasted with 47,911 tons in April. 

Expect Foreign Buying 

The amount of zinc shipped from 
plants for export during May was 308 
tons, compared with 818 tons in April, 
3092 tons in March, 2636 tons in 
February and 7954 tons in January.

He admitted that he ought to 
know something about it, as he had 
played about with it for some time, 
but he declared the answer to be as 
elusive as the sunlight thrown from 
a mirror In the hands of a small boy. 
If the small boy knew the right spot 
on which to direct his mirror, he 
got his laugh, and that will satisfy 
any small boy. 

The proper application of the mirror 
which is held up to nature or rather 
to man’s distortion of nature—that in 
a measure illustrates the action of 
comedy. But if you lead a victim up 
to a distorted mirror as they do at 
Coney Island, you do an unfair thing, 
because you accent the places in folks’ 
anatomy which they are already suf- 
ficiently aware of. Half an inch more 
on. Cleo’s nose decides her fate for 
life. Such treatment is farce, but to 
hold a perfect mirror up to the silly 
things which people do, that is comedy. 
Take a nice person, or a lot of them 
and put them, against their natures 
or without reason into situations in 
which they don't belong, that is farce. 
Take one or more nice persons and 
let them, through their own foolish- 
ness or faults, get themselves into 
situations where they ought not to be, 
that is comedy. 

> + > 

One must have a special sense of 
humor to laugh at one’s own tumbles; 
therefore the requirements for comedy 
are, an audience, a few foolish persons 
and a well directed mirror. 

Comedians, some of the best, will 
tell you that comedy, or their idea of 
it—the getting of laughs—is purély a 
mechanical process, obtainable with 
mathematical accuracy, notwithstand- 
ing that they know that every audi- 
ence, like every individual, has a dif- 
ferent viewpoint on life. Audiences 
vary nightly and no two people, are 
tickled with the same kind of feather. 
A lady who liked to have meat with 
fruit salad was asked if she ever had 
tried molasses on oysters. It tickled 
her so that she laughed until she 
cried, but meat with fruit salad was 
a serious matter to her. Then, the 
same lady when told later what is 
supposed to be a very funny story, 
related with care and much art, re- 
ceived it in a blasé sort of air with 
“Oh, really?” The very painful proc- 
ess of explaining the point was gone 
through, with even a worse result, 
eliciting what almost amounted to 
scorn.

H IS the coming man. We said 
itwhen hé played “In the Night,” 
with dramatic force in melo- 
drama. We said it when in Bataille’s 
“Scandal” he had an outburst which 
sent a thrill through the theater. We 
felt convinced of it when in Miss 
Brandon’s play “The Outsider” soon 
due in London, he roused a Folke- 
stone audience, usually reserved and 
expectant, to such enthusiasm that 4 
manager declared never to have wit- 
nessed such a first night during his 
long career. 
| But on this occasion it meant the 
rise of two artists. For Miss Isobel 
_Elsom’s revelation in “Sweet Laven- 
der” found its foil in the crippled girl 
of “The Outsider.” She too, scarce a 
‘year ago more renowned for her 


beauty than her. gifts, made a name 
and a reputation. We have not 
fathomed the fullness of Leslie Fa- 
_ber’s power yet. For so far his parts 
have not demanded the utmost levy 
on his emotions, nor have we heard 


‘his voice in Shakespearian tragedy, |

His great gift is his entire disregard 
of mummers’ tricks. Like Guitry pére, 
who, more than any other actor of our

contempt for all mannerism and af- 
fectation—Like Guitry, Leslie Faber 
conveys the impression of complete 
insouciance. Acting to him is not 
simulation; it is the forgetting of self, 
‘the merging of it into the character 
he As acting. To say of him he acts 
‘perfectly would be a compliment 
‘awry, almost an offense. He does not 
act perfectly, for he is never the 
‘same; he discards cliché and conven- 
tion; he loves to vary the readings of 
‘his parts, yet never to the detriment 
‘Of his fellow actors. 

The one law of the theater he re- 
‘spects is to play the game to his part- 
ners; he would not disconcert them 
‘by his modified conception. He

The Yiddish Art Theater 
Plans of Maurice Swariz 


Seen between the acts of “Revizor,” 
as recently presented in Yiddish at 
Boston, Maurice Swartz, director of 
the Yiddish Art Theater, outlined his 
plans for the coming season in New 
York. They include productions in 
both English and Yiddish, and con- 
‘tain some surprising novelties. 

First, there is to be given, for the 
first time at the Art Theater, a Yid- 
dish praduction of Shakespeare. The 
precise play, though selected, may not 
yet be named. It will not be, how- 
ever, “The Merchant of Venice,’ nor 
the “Romeo and Juliet” that has just 
been done in England, for the first 
time in Yiddish, under the auspices 
of Joseph Kessler. Mr. Swartz plans 
ito mount the play with special scen- 
ery, a rigidly selected cast, and in a 
‘Manner generally to do honor to both 
‘playwright and the institution. 

One of the features of the season 
may prove to be a play by an unknown 
author, Henry Bierbaum of Spring- 
ficld, Mass., one of the few pieces pur- 
chased in the last two years by Mr. 
Swartz from new writers. Mr. Berko- 
vitch, son-in-law of Sholom Aleichéem, 
is also drawing, from his father-ina- 
law’s material, another of the Plays 
that’ teem with folk humor and broad 
human sympathies. In addition, he 
has written another of his own which 
will go into rehearsal for the coming 
season, Other.possibilities are Beer- 
Hoffman's “Jacob’s Dream,” and a 
new play by Jonah Rosenfeld.

ACCORDING to spokesmen of the Administration at 
Washington, no foreign nation has yet replied to the 
suggestion that the right of 
re : _ || search of suspécted foreign ves- 
ForeignVoices|| sels in American waters be 
~ ee extended to twelve miles from 
in America’s shore. . The only protests thus 
Press far have come from American 
newspapers so eager to serve 
~—— the bootlegging cause that they 
have invented reasons for foreign indignation, and even 
reported protests that never have been made. 
This does not mean that the American proposals are 
certain to be acquiesced in by all foreign nations. It only 
signifies that while the foreign governments concerned 
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are giving dignified and proper consideration to. them, | 


such papers as the New York World are starting an 
attack upon their own Government, and striving to incite 
Great Britain, France and other European nations to 
join in the defense of rumrunning and bootlegging. 

It is a thoroughly discreditable and wholly un- 
patriotic policy which the liquor press has adopted—but, 
after all, what measure of patriotism is to be expected 
of the allies of the bootleggers? : 

This isthe situation ;,The enforcement of the prohibi- 
tion law is made difficult by ships of foreign nationality, 
which lie just outside the present legal limit of the sov- 
ereignty of the United States—three miles—and as op- 
portunity offers send their illicit cargoes of liquor ashore 
by swift and elusive motorboats. A decision of the 
United States Supreme Court, giving the Washington 
Government authority to prohibit foreign ships from 
bringing liquor, even under seal, into American ports, is 
giving to foreign shipping, particularly the liners, almost 
as much annoyance as the foreign smugglers are causing 
the American officials. As a result, a way for an adjust- 
ment seems open. The Administration, earnest in its 


efforts to enforce the prohibition law, suggests to foreign | 


chancelleries the negotiation of treaties which will permit 
the United States to search suspected ships at a distance 
of twelve miles from its coasts, while in return foreign 
vessels will be permitted to bring, under séal, into Ameri- 
can ports, liquors for the use of their passengers and 
crews while on the high seas. 

Whereupon there goes up a resounding outcry. From 
whom? From the foreign nations to whom the proposi- 
tion is made? Not a bit of it. From great—they use 
the adjective themselves—newspapers in New York and 
Chicago which are aghast at what they call a violation 
of diplomatic ‘proprieties. Mr. Hughes is ‘/trading,” 
they say. Well, why not? Most diplomacy is a matter 
of trading; and, anyway, it is better to trade and get 
an effective law, than to continue the sort of trading 
now going on. along the three-mile line outside New 
York harbor. But, they cry, it is an impertinent effort 
to change the maritime law of the world. The State 
Department responds that France already claims the 
right of search to a distance of twelve miles. from its 
coasts in certain cases. Not daunted, the champions of 
the liquor interests against the Nation’s interests think 
they see a fine argument in the narrowness of the Eng- 
lish Channel. It is at certain points so narrow, the limits 
of the waters subject to British and French authority 
would almost overlap. Neither Great Britain nor France 
seems to have suggested this possibility, which originated 
in Park Row, New York. But as a matter of fact, it 
is wholly without pertinence, for the treaties apply only 
where United States territory is concerned, and _ the 
United States has no coasts bordering the Channel. 

It is unlikely that the progress of these diplomatic 
negotiations will be seriously impeded by this journalistic 
clamor. Nor is it likely that such attention as the outcry 
may arouse at home will be particularly favorable to the 
newspapers involved. For it scarcely seems that respecta- 
ble citizens, even though opposed to the prohibition law, 
are willing to go so far as to encourage its systematic 
violation.. Certainly they can hardly look with favor on 
the flouting of the authority of the United States by 
vessels of foreign nationality. And when the United 
States.Government suggests a perfectly practicable and 
reasonable plan for maintaining that authority, while 
avoiding friction with the foreign countries involved, 
any citizen should approve it. That is, unless he were 
more interested in helping bootleggers than in maintain- 
ing the authority and dignity of the United States, in 
which event he would doubtless adopt precisely the atti- 
tude which some newspapers now proudly maintain.

At First sight the dispute which is raging over the 
Indian question in Kenya does not seem to be of great 
moment to the rest of the world. * 
But in point of fact the niatters (—— ea: 
at issue have proved to be vexa- ‘The Questions 
tious because they raise some / 
of the largest and most thorny | at Issue 
of international and interracial 
problems. Kenya,is an areaon (| 
the east coast of Africa, 250,- 
000 square miles in extent, situated on the equator, and 
inhabited by gooo whites, 22,000 Indians and between 
2,500,000 and 3,000,000 native Africans. The whites 
are settled on that sixth of the colony known as the 
Highlands, which stands from 5000 to gooo. feet above 
sea level; the Ifidians live mostly along the coast belt; 
the natives are scattered throughout. The government 
is vested in the Colonial Office of Great Britain, which 
appoints the Governor, aided by a legislative council of 
eighteen officials, eleven Europeans elected by adult suf- 
frage, and four nominated Indians. The dispute turns 
on several issues, but mainly on whether Indians should 
be allowed the right of free immigration into the coun- 
try, and whether they should be given the franchise on 
the same terms as the whites, 

If Kenya were an isolated island, it ‘probably. would 
not be difficult to make a settlement. But it is not, and 
its future raises three of the major issues of our time. 
It raises the question of the color line, the impalpable 
yet intensely real challenge now thrown down by Asia 
to the ascendancy claimed by the white race in the world. 
It raises the problem of India's right to send immigrants 
to Africa, and of its status in the British Commonwealth. 
It raises the whole question of the future of Africa and 
its still primitive inhabitants. The white settler objects 
both to free Indian immigration and to equal franchise, 
because, he maintains, they would mean that the country 
would be swamped by Indian immigrants, who would in 
turn gain political control. He says that all the pioneer 
work has been done by the white man, that the Indian 
did not fulfill the duties of citizenship during the Great 
War, and that hevis still utterly unfit to exercise a pre- 
ponderant voice in the control of the colony. He regards 
the Indian claims as part of the subtle Asiatic propaganda 
to undermine Western civilization. 

The Indian retorts that this is utterly unfair. Asi- 
atics being now debarred from settlement in all white 
men’s countries, are they now going, he asks, to be de- 
barred from settlement in Africa also, a land which is 
still only sparsely populated and to which he has been 
accustomed to go for trading purposes from immemorial 
times? If so, it is a matter which vitally prejudices the 
future, not of the Indians of Kenya alone, but of over- 
populated India also. Indeed, it is the reaction of the 
dispute on the prospects of orderly constitutional prog- 
ress in India which is the most serious element in the 
problem. 

But the white man and the fndian are not the only 
parties, though they are the most vocal. There is also 
the still mute majority of native Africans. Their inter- 
ests manifestly have the first right to consideration. 
They were the original occupiers of the land. The others 
are newcomers. But they are still living in a very primi- 
tive state. They need education before they can avail 
themselves of the growing opportunities for bettering 
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' their condition which the development of Kenya affords. 


But free Asiatic immigration would mean that the immi- 
grants would monopolize the jobs which the African 
ought to fill, and he would be kept down in depression. 
Some limitation of Indian immigration is clearly neces- 
sary. Moreover, the Kenya issue cannot be discussed 
as an isolated question. Kenya is part of Africa. Ought 
tropical Africa to be reserved for the 100,000,000 peo- 
ples of Bantu origin who now inhabit it? Or ought it 
to be thrown open for general colonization from Europe, 
Asia, and elsewhere? Those who have had experience 
of the difficulties which spring from the juxtaposition of 
race elements in other lands will realize how grave a 
question is here involved. 

The issues are now‘under discussion in London be- 


tween representatives of the Colonial Office, the white . 


settlers, the Kenya Indians, the Indians of India, and 
the missionaries to the Africans. So far as can be judged, 
opinion is crystallizing around certain conclusions. The 
first is that the primary responsibility of the British 
Government is for the well-being of the African, Until 
he has reached a stage when he can speak for himself, 
his future ought not to be irretrievably prejudiced. The 
second is that it is premature to talk about democracy in 
Kenya. There can be no democracy until the native can 
take part. It is manifestly improper to hand the control 
over to a small oligarchy of white settlers. - It is mani- 
festly impossible to transfer it to a minority of immi- 
grant Indians who Have not yet demonstrated. self- 
government for themselves in India. 
the ultimate responsibility. must be carried by the British 
The franchise question, therefore, is not 
fundamental. Thirdly, the immigration alike of whites 
and Indians must be limited. It is doubtful whether the

But Senator Reed illustrates the inequalities practiced 
under the exemptions provided by the existing law by 
showing that discrimination’ is practiced in favor of the 
person whose income is unearned: He explains that the 
man who works for a living can, under the law, be taxed 
58 per cent, whereas the man who invests all his capital 
enjoys exemptions behind which he can take refuge and 
escape with the payment of a tax of only 12% per cent. 
He insists, as has so often been urged, that if discrimina- 
tion is shown it should be in favor of the earned income

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rather than in favor of the income from invested capital. 


Reasonably, there should be included among those 
who work to earn incomes, not alone those who go out 
to toil for a oyly wage, but all professional men and 
women, the teacher, the singer, the writer, the lawyer, the 
doctor, the architect, in, fact all persons who depend upon 
individual effort or initiative for a livelihood. To dis- 
criminate against these and in favor of the beneficiaries 
of unearned incomes tends naturally and unavoidably to 
the creation of an aristocracy of wealth. 

The Senator cited a rather striking example in the 
case of the great singer, Enrico Caruso, showing that he, 
an artist, was compelled to pay to the Government in the 
form of income taxes a sum equal to $500 a day. In the 
words of Senator Reed, “he had to sing $500 worth for 
the Government every day before he could sing a cent’s 
worth for himself.” He referred also to the case of an 
unnamed woman writer who pays $200 a day to the Gov- 
ernment “before she can call a-word she writes her own.” 
The person who so chooses, he declared, can invest 
$1,000,000 in such a way that the tax on it will amount 
to only $5000 a year. 

One could hardly imagine a system tending more 
directly to the destruction of imitiative and high endeavor. 
It tends to perpetuate itself by adding to the invested for- 
tune while it makes the wage earner and the toiler poorer. 
The dollar in industry and trade is taxed many times in 
a year under the present plan. It is not saying that the 
assessment and collection of these revenues is unneces- 
sary for the support of needed activities. But it does 
seem that the adjustment is unequal and that the burden 
being borne by the worker, no matter in what capacity 
engaged, should be made lighter by the very processes 
which the Pennsylvania Senator proposes.

It 1s not difficult to read between the lines in the evi- 
dence given a short while ago by a representative of a 
committee from the Bombay (India) Mill Owners’ Asso- 
ciation before the Excise Committee, when he said that his 
committee did not advocate'the immediate adoption of 
total prohibition, as it was felt to be impractical now, but 
held that the Government should regard total prohibition 
as the ultimate goal of its policy. He said, also, that his 
committee-was in favor of partial prohibition, particularly 
by the closing of liquor shops on religious holidays, when 
the ignorant classes believed that religion sanctioned 
drinking, and suggested the introduction of local option 
five years after the general adoption of partial prohibi- 
tion. Incidentally he stated that drink certainly caused a 
considerable loss of efficiency in the Bombay cotton mills. 
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PICTURESQUE, doubtless, but otherwise worse than 
useless, was the Royal Tournament, opened recently at 
Olympia, London, and presenting as its chief feature 
“Scotland in Arms.’ The purpose of this feature was 
to illustrate the military prowess of Scotland from early 
times to the present day, and was replete with war in 
all its aspects. ~The final parade—the pageant: proper— 
presented a picture of the fighting man’s costume and 
weapons through some four centuries of Scottish his- 
tory, and was described as “one of the most glowing 
spectacles ever seen at Olympia.” Making much of war, 
however, and advertising it in all the glamour of its 
apparent gorgeousness, will never help to awaken that 
right sense of war which must be aroused before the 
world will be willing to give it up completely.

| A Political Parallel: 1823—1923 |

Two presidents of the United States have been chosen by 
the House of Representatives—Thomas Jefferson and J. Q. 
Adams. Andrew Jackson was victorious aver the latter in the 
popular vote but lacked a majority of the electors. Hence his 
candidacy had to be submitted to the House, where a com- 
bination of his opponents defeated him. It was precisely 100 
years ago that Jackson made his campaign against the practice _ 
of a nomination by a congressional caucus. The arguments of 
his supporters against that system of selecting nominees parallel 
those now advanced by radicals against the system of nomina- 
tion.in party conventions, and upon the reluctant consciousness 
of politicians is being forced the apprehension that again the 
choice of a President may devolve upon the National House. 

Ever since the ending of the Administration of George 
Washington the country had accepted, as a matter of course, 
the nominations made by members of Congress for President 
and Vice-President. .The comparatively limited group thus 
invested with this all-important privilege nominated, nat- 
urally, men with whom they had worked and with whom 
they were familiar—much as the senatorial group at Chicago 
nominated Harding. But political and economic conditions 
had greatly changed. The population had increased. Nine 
new states had been created. Instead of being eager to search 
out ancient founders of the Republic for rewards, the people 
began to consider whether new blood, younger blood, were 
not needed to urge that Republic more rapidly toward the great 
future which was clearly awaiting it. 
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Power is nearly always conservative. When men vested 
with control of a government find themselves prospering under 
it, they are little inclined to heed the protests of those who, on 
the outside, are less comfortable. In 1823 the politicians in 
Congress planned to continue the system which enabled them 
to pick two of their immediate associates for the presidential 
nomination, with the calm assurance that one or the other 
wopld be elected. Continuance of this system appealed to each 
member of that august body, because it aroused the hope that 
at some time he might be the beneficiary of his colleagues’ 
support. Of course, some protest arose from the country as 
a whole. The congressional caucus, as a nominating body, 
was denounced as unconstitutional and dangerous. Unques- 
tionably, it was beth. But those who controlled it clung to 
their prerogative. ‘Though the electorate was clearly in revolt 
throughout all the states, sixty-six members of Congress met 
in February, 1824, and nominated, for President and Vice- 
President, William Harris Crawford and Albert Gallatin. 
Twenty years earlier such a nomination would have been 
equivalent to an election. As it was, the two candidates, 
burdened: with the last of the congressional caucus nomina- 
tions, disappeared thereafter from public life. : 
increasing power of the democratic masses, with their feeling 
that the presidents were being chosen by a privileged class, 
and, secondly, the appearance of a “man of the plain people,” 
known throughout the Nation, without political experience, 
but, none the less, credited with notable service to the Nation 
in the field of war. Henry Clay, it is true, remarked that kill- 
ing 2500 Englishmen at New Orleans was no indication of 
the fitness of Andrew Jackson for the “difficult and compli- 
cated duties of the chief magistracy.” The sneer, though 
perhaps not without justification, hurt Jackson not a whit, 
but marked the beginning of Clay’s downfall. 
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For Andrew Jackson had become the idol of the common 
people. His military achievements had something to do with 
his popularity, but not everything. He was sprung from those 
at the bottom, and had nothing in common with either the 
Virginia land-owning aristocracy or the New England intel- 
lectual aristocracy, which had so long dominated the Amer- 
ican government. It is not recorded that he dismissed history 
as being “all bunk,” but there is slight doubt that he read. 
little 6f it, though he made much. Against the money power, 
which was even then a bugaboo of politics, he was savage, and 
if there were then no intérnational bankers to draw his fire, 
there were the financiers of the Bank of the United States, 
who finally went, down before his assault. Autocratic by 
nature, intolerant »f authority, unable to work in harness, he 
was yet inyested.in the minds of the people with all the homely 
aianesiall virtues, simply because he was sprung of humble 
stock, and had held aloof from the society of the privileged. 
It is a popular misreading of character that has not been 


extinguished with the lapse of a century. 


Tennessee, the abode of the pioneer with the coonskin cap, 
acclaimed Jackson her favorite son. The Legislature nomi- 
nated him and a lively correspondence was begun with other 
states seeking support. It was the-first stroke at the rule of the 
congressional caucus, New England, curiously enough, fol- 
lowed the Tennessee lead in repudiating “King Caucus,” but 
aghast at the thought of Jackson in the White House turned, 
with characteristic conservatism, to its Adams family, and 
nominated John Quincy of that ilk. 
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Nominations were made in every conceivable fashion— 
except the one theretofore followed. Legislatures, groups of 
legislators, meetings of prominent citizens, and even coteries of 
personal friends, put men in nomination. When the entries 
ended, four nominees contended for the Presidency—Crawford, 
Adams, Jackson, and Clay. Only Crawford had been put for- 
ward in the way until then consideréd regular. When the 
votes were counted, the popular vote showed them in this order: 
Jackson, Adams, Clay, Crawford. The regular candidate was 
the “tail-ender.” But of electoral votes Jackson had 99; 
Adams 84; Crawford 41; Clay 37. The Constitution provides 
that in such event the three highest shall be voted on by the 
House of Representatives, and this eliminated Clay as a candi- 
date. His strength was thrown to Adatns, whose election was 
thereby assured. 

Jackson, and his friends, had broken down the system-of 
nomination by congressional caucus. He had polled 45,000 
votes in excess of those given to his nearest competitor in a total 
poll of about 360,000. He was givén 99 electoral votes, as 
against 84 for the next highest candidate. But the House of 
Representatives failed to give him the Presidency. Four years 
later a flood of popular wrath, which had steadily increased, 
swept Andrew Jackson into the White House, sustained him 
there, drove his foes into retirement, and enabled him to name 
his successor. ;
